There is a crop of British blues 
singers and one of the most suc­ 
cessful purvey ors of Negro mel­ 
odies is as English as John Bull. 
Her secret is that she was taught 
by an American Negro.

bands still set a British audience 
wild but labor regulations mak e 
their visits few and far between 
and not of long duration. 
As a 
result, 
many 
English 


bandleaders who seek to deliver 
a true American band of music 
have drawn on Canada for the 
back bone of their groups. 
W hether a band is English to 
the 
core or 
h£ ^ 
an 
empire 
stamp, the personal preferences 
of the leader 
dictate 
whether 
American or English tunes are 
given the emphasis. 
An ex ample of the compara­ 
tive treatm ent of English and 
American tunes is furnished by 
Henry Hall, leader of the British 
B r o#a d c a s t ing Corporation’s 
dance orchestra. 
Where, in the past, there was 
an overwhelming preponderance 
of American tunes, his programs 
now are 47 per cent British and 
six per cent continental. 
An added ex planation of the 
British trend is the rise of B rit­ 
ish-made films which has put 
many ly ric and music writers to 
work to supply a domestic m ar­ 
k et long eclipsed by Holly wood. 
Meanwhile, in the Irish Free 
State a campaign against jazz 
has spread from the radio to 
the dance halls. Judges, priests

Traditional 
Irish dancing

being stretched ou t of all m e a n­ 
ing; tha t wage lev els were being 
redu ced by v ariou s dev ices; tha t 
indu strialists 
by 
intim idation, 
espionage and other m eans were 
cru shing 
u nionization; 
and — 
worst of all — tha t com plaints 
w ithou t end had been m ade to 
NRA with alm ost negligible re­ 
sponse. 
A cou ple of hu ndred nam es 
were on the w aiting lists when 
the foru m hearings resu m ed this 
morning. 
The ones on technical and eco­ 
nomic su bjects were ex pected to 
wind u p w ithin the day , bu t the 
hearing on jabor com plaints was 
good for a ru n throu gh Friday 
a t least. 
It was Edward F. McGrady , 
right-hand m an to Johnson and 
assistant secretary of labor, who 
lau nched 
today 
a 
sy stem atic 
analy sis of the com plaints to dig 
ou t am m u nition for nex t week . 
It was McGrady who bu rst ou t 
y esterday 
w ith 
a 
declaration 
tha t it was “time to rip the cu r­ 
tain off” the charged defiance of 
the gov ernm ent by big employ ­ 
ers on the u nion issu e. 
He proposed to dem and tha t 


Johnson’s already ou tlined pro­ 
gram of reform be ex panded to 
inclu de a cu rb on the stretching 
of work ing hou rs. 
He wanted also some m eans of 
prev enting redu ction of av erage 
wages by reclassify ing work ers 
or displacing v eterans with new 
help, and elim ination of sex dif­ 
ferentials from ev ery code. 
NRA indu strial assistants con­ 
ceded tha t the testimony already 
gathered left no room for dou bt 
tha t wide abu ses ex isted, thou gh 
they wou ld not q u ite agree with 
one witness, Gerald Sm ith of 
Lou isiana, who shou ted tha t 18 th 
am endm ent v iolations “were a 
Su nday school picnic com pared 
to the v iolation of the national 
indu strial recov ery act.” 
Johnson, continu ing his rou nd 
of the hearings, fou nd Robert 
Minor, com m u nist party spok es­ 
man, deliv ering an attack on 
NRA.

big companies do things.

They de­ 
clared a v eto certain if the bill 
rem ains in its present form. 
The plan was to seek u nani­ 
mou s consent this afternoon to 
send the m easu re to a senate- 
hou se conference.
